All QRPp's have been mailed first class postage as of yesterday (friday). 
Doug Hendricks posted a thing about how they were being mailed, 

but I know better than him, since I wrote the $1500+ check! My family 
owns a print shop and mailing service, for which we do the presort first 
class mailing for QRPp. I bring this up only because as of last year, 
all new permit numbers must be three digits, and only a few small towns 
still have unassigned two-digit numbers. There was a few days of delay 
renewing our 1998 permit for the QRPp's ... “Permit #72 Socorro, NM" 
because we needed special permission from the Albuquerque District P.O. 
to allow us to retain the 2-digit number. You haven't lived until you've 
tried explaining to the Post Office what the big deal is about retaining 
NUMBER 72! But the special 2-digit permit was renewed and the first batch 
of 700-800 QRPp's were released thursday afternoon, and the shops bindery 
chief and head bottle washer (Sandra) called me about 3pm friday that the 
second batch of 800 were just mailed. The 150 or so DX issues were 
mailed today (those are not mailed under the permit, but regular airmail, 
and another check!). 


FYI, the Winter QRPp's were bound (hand collated, saddle stitched and 
trimmed), address labels attached, stuffed into plastic bags and sorted 

by zip codes by three young women, Sandra, Renatta and Naomi, over a 

two week period. I mention this because inspite of the holidays and some 
very bad weather here, they showed up religiously to get the job done. 
Pretty heroic considering those 3 gals think QRPp is the BORINGEST journal 
printed by a human being, and just can't for the life of them figure out 
who would read those things! But they were impressed when they saw 
mailing labels literally for all over the world. 


And speaking of printing ... for those of you who have never been inside 

a print shop, printing equipment can be real finacky at times. It's a 

real science getting thousands of pieces of paper moving properly through 
the machines that print, fold, collate, etc. Little changes in temperature 


or humidity can take a perfectly functioning machine and make it eat a 
few hundred sheets before you get the thing turned off. And with much of 
the country experiencing unusually warm or colder weather, rain and snow 
(humidity), it drives printers nuts trying to keep machines running right 
as they expand and contract throughout the day from severe weather 
changes. A little expansion is a few thousands of an inch, which can be 
2-3 sheets of thickness. The absolute worst nightmare with bindry 
equipment is it will slip picking up a sheet, or picks up two sheets. It 
is very hard to detect at the speeds these machines run. (Ask any old 
printer ... the only REAL indication is a slightly different "sound.") 
Right, Nils? 


IN OTHER WORDS ... as frustrating as it may be to receive an occassional 
QRPp or QQ with a missing page (actually 4, since a sheet of paper has 
at least 4 pages), it is an occassional glitch that is easier to occur 
than you might think. And nothing is more frustrating to the editor 
(customer) or the printer to find out some bound issues took a hit with 
missing or double pages. (Ox the all time goof, pages bound in the 
wrong page order ... usually a firing offense in most print shops). 


I don't know the circumstances behind the missing pages of this QQ, but 
when that does occur, the printer will make it good. I got my QQ today, 
and it looks great. I know how frustrating it must be to Ron and Joe to 
do all that work to make it perfect, then have something like that 
happen (certainly out of their control). Especially on a special issue 
as this one. I'm sure if you inform someone in ARCI if you have missing 
pages, they will make it good, as soon as the printer does. He's 
probably redoing the job right now ... been there, done that :-( 


What does this have to do with QRP? Heck if I know, except perhaps to 
stress that a lot of behind the scenes work goes on by both a bunch of 
volunteers and paid services. Whether the QQ, QRPp, the Low Down, or 
whatever, it takes gobs of time and money putting out these journals. 

And I know you all enjoy them, and appreciate the work involved by the 
editors who volunteer their time to produce truly enjoyable journals. 

So YOU think you're frustrated at a couple of missing pages, or a mark on 
the cover, just imaging how THEY feel? A job well done to them all. 


And PLEASE, support these journals. If you build something, do something 
for a living that applies to electronics/communications, or whatever, 
write it up and send them in. That's what keeps them going and that's 
what keeps them great. And the choice of several journals is what keeps 
the hobby diverse. 


Well back to work (I'm testing the new receiver for the new 38-Special 
kit. The new multi-pole crystal IF filter sure works nice! Details at 
11).

FAI is "Field-Aligned Irregularities"...according to the ARRL Handbook: 


"FAI commonly appears directly after sporadic-E events and may persist or 
several hours" and "Stations attempting FAI contacts point their antennas 
toward a common scattering region that corresponds to an active or recent E 
reflection point...the [path] is rarely along the great-circle path". 


(i.e.: The reflection point is not usually directly between the two 
stations. The example in the Handbook indicates that station in south 
Flordia and north Texas aim their antennas toward a common reflection point 
over northern Alabama. ) 


While I don't fully understand the phenomenon, the instances of FAI that 
I've heard about seemed to be the result of the aftermath of a particularly 
intense sporadic-E event. I'd forgotten about the propogation mode...thanks 
to Ray, WD5DHK, for reminding me.
